The former presi- 
dent indicated that he would give out 
a detailed statement later with respect 
to President Taft's. letter

Chairman Lloyd Griscom of New York 
on the recent developments of the 
Xew York state situation. 
From this 


morning when he leaves the 
Grand 


Central station on the private car Re- 
public until .9.15 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of Sept. 11 when the Republic is 
due back here Col. Roosevelt will ^be 
kept constantly on the move, making 
speeches, attending ?areptlons and din- 
ners, reviewing parades and traveling. 
Each day 'from start to finish has been 
mapped out almost to thfc minute and 
Colonel Roosevelt will htve few of his 
waking hours to himself. 
Although Colonel 
Rcosevelt 
has 


made it clear that he is not going west 
to talk partisan politics his trip Is 
regarded as of political significance. 
He is to make 14 speches most of which 
will deal with public .questions .which 
figure in party platforms and will de- 
clare his beliefs In regard to them.

SPOKANE, Wash,,1 
Aug. 28.—That 


Elk City is still on the map and out 
of reach of the forest fires ravaging 
the surrounding country, 
which 
is 


ablaze for miles is due solely to the 
heroism- of the .women of the town, 
which while the male population was 
fighting the advance of the conflagra- 
tion, guarded their homes 
and 
the 
business houses, extinguishing a. num- 
ber of incipient blazes .started 
by 
brands carried from the burning for- 
ests. The town is out of danger but 
the conditions in the surrounding re- 
gions are growing worse. The wind 
has again risen to a gale and the adr 
jacent mountains are. 
a. mass 
of 


flames. 
»The entire Iron mountain is. again 
ablaze, the fire on Squaw lake burn- 
ing with nenewed fury. 
.The American river district is a gi- 
gantic furnace for miles.- A number 
of outlying settlements from 
which 


the Inhabitants are fled are doomed 
and it is reported that the. plant ot 
the American Eagle mine, one of the 
largest in the district, Is burning. 


Conditions are epitomized In a. brief 


message from Forest Ranger Porter 
to Assistant Ranger Brown at. Or- 
angeville. It says: "Situation desper- 
ate. 
Whole 
country ablaze. 
Must 


have help to save property." 
The 


fire in the Clearwater reserve, accord- 
ing to advices to Major Fenn, IB abso- 
lutely beyond control and all hopes of 
subduing'the flames until it rains havo 
been abandoned!
